The Morgan County Water 
District announces that construc- 
tion on the Phase 12A water line 
project has begun. Water District 
Manager Cindy Montgomery 
said all residents who are inter- 
ested in water service will need 
to come to the office, sign a Wa- 
ter User Agreement and pay their 
tap-on fee. Customers who are 
making payments on these fees 
are encouraged to finish paying 
off their balance. 

“Remember, the meter base 
can not be set until all fees are 
paid in full,” Montgomery said. 

The line construction routes 
(roads) are : Hwy. 191, Hwy. 134 
and the Wheel Rim area. “We 
will consider adding on Camp 
Branch Road, A1 Johnson Road 
and Wagers Branch if enough

Seven indicted, 
on drug counts; 
three arrested 

The Morgan County Grand 
Jury has indicted seven people on 
drug-related charges resulting 
from undercover investigations 
by Operation UNITE. 

Four of the suspects were ar- 
rested on the charges Wednesday, 
May 20. 

West Liberty Police Chief

detectives in trying to locate the 
other three individuals.

Applications being 
sought for grants to 
repair rural housing 

WASHINGTON, May 18 - 
Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack announced today that 
USD A is accepting applications 
for grants to help low- and very- 
low-income rural residents repair 
their homes. 

“Housing is a cornerstone of 
any thriving, stable community,” 
Vilsack said. “As the Obama ad- 
ministration works to ensure that 
people remain in their homes, it 
is more important than ever to 
make certain their homes are 
safe, energy efficient, livable 
dwellings.” 

Housing Preservation Grants 
are provided to intermediaries 
such as town or county govern- 
ments, public agencies, federally 
recognized Indian Tribes, and 
nonprofit and faith-based orga- 
nizations. The grants are distrib- 
uted to homeowners or owners 
of multi-family rental properties 
or cooperative dwellings who 
rent to low- and very-low-in- 
come people. 

Grants can be used to weath- 
erize and repair existing struc- 
tures, install or improve plumb- 
ing or provide access to people 
with disabilities. For example, 
the Gateway Community Action 
Agency used a USD A Rural De- 
velopment Housing Preservation 
grant in 2008 to make accessi- 
bility, weatherization and other 
improvements to William Reed’s 
home in Owing sville, Ky. Gate- 
way added insulation, weather 
stripping, seals around doors and 
windows, an energy-saving 
shower head and more efficient 
light bulbs. 

USD A may award up to $10 
million in competitive grants 
through this notice. 

The grants to be awarded are 
part of USDA Rural 
Development’s annual budget 
and are not funded through the 
American Recovery and Rein- 
vestment Act of 2009. 

Applications are due by the 
close of business July 10, 2009.

West Liberty. Hurley was play- 
ing and singing at the WLKS 
jamboree in the Morgan County 
courthouse — both were 20 years 
old and it was love at first sight. 
After that first meeting they be- 
gan dating. Hurley drove over 
from Dan Ridge to play and sing 
and Colleen attended the Satur- 
day night jamborees at the court- 
house. Hurley and his family had 
moved to Dan Ridge in Menifee 
County from Middletown, Ohio, 
and spent a lot of time in Mor- 
gan County. The Boyd and 
Holliday families became very 
close. 

In September 1967, Colleen 
and Hurley decided to marry. The 
minister that was to marry them 
became ill and they drove to Can- 
nel City and had Tom 
Richardson, a district magistrate, 
marry them on September 13, 
1967 — both 21 years old and 
ready to start a life together. Only 
one thing stood in their way and 
that was an unforeseen military 
obligation. The Viet Nam war 
was raging by 1968 and more and 
more young men were being 
drafted, even married men. In 
August, 1968, Hurley was 
drafted into the Army. 

Hurley arrived in Viet Nam on 
January 12, 1969. His wife was 
pregnant at the time. The baby, a 
beautiful baby girl named Mel- 
issa, was born never to see her 
father. (She is married to Robbie 
Adams and lives in Morehead. 
They have two children, Robyn, 
10 years old, and Chris, 18 years 
old. Chris is graduating from 
Rowan County High this year 
and is a Governor’s Scholar). 

On March 26, 1969, Hurley 
was severely wounded near Chu 
Lai. He had only been in the 
Army six months and in Viet 
Nam less than three months. 
According to A1 Bryson, a medic 
and close friend of Hurley, he 
was “walking the point” and 
stepped on a land mine even 
though the area was supposed to 
be “safe,” according to the Com- 
pany C scout. 

That close friend of Hurley, A1 
Bryson, lives in Huntingburg, 
Indiana. They had met in Viet 
Nam, both being in Company C, 
Americal Division. Alvin was the 
man to know, being a medic. In 



fact, he was in charge of the med- 
ics in that area. Having been in 
the military and over seas, I know 
about having a few close friends. 
Friends that you enjoy talking to 
about your home town and fam- 
ily. Alvin knew a lot about Hurley 
but never was sure where he 
lived. He knew he was from West 
Liberty, Kentucky, but not a lot 
more. When he decided to visit 
Hurley’s grave on the 40 th year 
of his death, he located, through 
the internet, where Morgan 
County and West Liberty were. 
This is where I entered the pic- 
ture. I was given a call from city 
hall to see if I could help. It didn’t 
take me long to locate Hurley’s 
former wife, Colleen Holliday, 
and the grave yard where he was 
buried on April 12, 1969. 

At a prearranged meeting with 
the Brysons at Patti’s Place, we 
finally met. Al’s wife, Carol, was 
with him. We had conversed over 
the phone for the past few months 
trying to work out a time for their 
visit to the Holliday cemetery. 
Over a cup of coffee, making 
plans for the trip to the cemetery, 
Garry Elam happened to enter 
and joined us. After a nice visit, 
Garry and I took our visitors for 



a short tour of West Liberty and 
then left for the Holliday area. 
We were to meet Darrell and 
Doug Holliday at the Holliday 
cemetery. When we turned on Rt. 
1000 from Rt. 460 toward the 
community of Holliday, I am sure 
Alvin felt some excitement and 
reservation, if it is possible to 
have both at the same time. Af- 
ter all, it had been almost 40 
years that he had thought about 
this trip and now it was happen- 
ing. 

At the cemetery, Alvin reiter- 
ated the story of that day in 
March, 1969. “ I was with Com- 
pany C the day Hurley stepped 
on a land mine. When I heard the 
mine explosion, I rushed to his 
aid. He was still conscious and 
we talked while I was aiding him. 
Hurley, realizing his serious con- 
dition, asked me to pray for him, 
which I did. You know, he was 
the first soldier that I had aided 
that asked me to pray for him, 
and I had never done that before, 
even through I believe in God. 
Asking for that prayer was the 
kind of person he was. I did ev- 
erything I could do for him. His 
wounds were extensive. In a 
short time, Hurley was picked up

day parties. We want to expand 
that to allow the Towne Cinema 
to be available for other special 
occasions, such as large meet- 
ings, lectures and music concerts.

This report is designed to inform the public about the quality of water and services provided on a daily basis. Our commitment is to provide our customers with a 
safe, clean, and reliable supply of drinking water. We want to assure that we will continue to monitor, improve, and protect the water system and deliver a high 
quality product. Water is the most indispensable product in every home and we ask everyone to be conservative and help us in our efforts to protect the water 



source and the water system. 

We treat our water from a surface water plant. Our source is from the Cave Run Lake. An analysis of the susceptibility of the West Liberty Water supply to 
contamination is generally moderate. Licking River, which supplies water to Cave Run Lake, has 12 areas of high concern, 52 areas of medium concern and 2 
areas of low concern. A bridge on Highway 519 and a bridge on Highway 460 is the point that poses an immediate threat to the intake should an accident occur 
that results in the release of a substance harmful to humans. Other high concerns are farming sites located in the area also present the possibility for impact from 
the application of pesticides and fertilizer. The final source water assessment for our system has been compleated and is contained in the Morgan County Water 
Supply Plan. Copies of our Plan are available from our office. 



Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does 
not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects may be obtained by calling the 

Environmental Protection Agency's Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791). 

The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travels over the 
surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and may pick up substances resulting 
from the presence of animals or from human activity. Contaminants that may be present in source water include: Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and 
bacteria, (sewage plants, septic systems, livestock operations, or wildlife). Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, (naturally occurring or from 
stormwater runoff, wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or farming). Pesticides and herbicides, (stormwater runoff, agriculture or residential 
uses).

• Flash your brake light when 
you are slowing down and before 
stopping. 

• If a motorist doesn’t see you, 
don’t be afraid to use your horn. 

Dress Safely 

• Wear a quality helmet and 
eye protection. 

• Wear bright clothing and a 
light colored helmet. 

• Wear leather or other thick, 
protective clothing. 

• Choose long sleeves and 
pants, over-the-ankle boots and 



gloves. 

• Remember, the only thing 
between you and the road is your 
protective gear. 

Apply Effective Mental 
Strategies 

• Constantly search the road 
for changing conditions.
